Baron Makino Japanese Delegate, speaking to the Associated 
Powers, which had requested him to outline the position of Japan, 
said that no association could be happy in a League of Nations in 
which sharp racial discrimination was maintained. 

He said :—“ We are nat too paoud to fight,,but we are too proud 
to accept a place of admitted inferioity in dealing with one or more 
of the associated nations. Woe want noting but simple-justice.~ 

He said that Japan would be glad to join the League of Nations 
to maintain peace and order. Japan, he said. does not wishto heap 
her Jahourera ax immigrants on any associated country, and 
recognised that this question was one for each nation to deal with.
